The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422

Claims 1-62 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over all claim claims of U.S. Patent No. 's 7836649 and 
7836648. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the claims of the instant application are only a 
colourable variation of the claims in patents '648 and '649. The claims of patents '649 
and 648 recite side surfaces and the instant application recites perimeter; the 
application recited edge patterns and the patents recite upper surface along a portion 
of the of the side surfaces; the patents recite decorative motif and sub-panels and the 
application recite bulk patterns adjacent the edge pattern and proximate at least one 
bulk patterns; the patents recite flooring planks and the application recite planks.
